House. of Representatives ; : 

It is with E jets I avail myself of the privilege vested 
in me by the Constitution of the State, to communicate with 
the Legislative Department of the Government. Although 
on the very threshold of your high and important duties you 
have encountered a remarkable and anomalous condition of 
public affairs, I cherish the pleasing hope that present em- 
 barrassing circumstances will soon yield to the combined 
spirit of patriotism and of reason:—It is to be deeply regret- 
ted that. the high character Alabama obtained among her 
sister States, by the peace, order and tranquillity which char- 
acterized our recent general election, should be impaired by 
the untoward events of the past few days; but I fondly trust 
that by your wisdom and prudence the malignant influences 
of a few misguided men will be. speedily and effectually 
counteracted. In all you may do to secure a result so desira- 
ble, you will receive my earnest-and diligent co-operation. 
Coming recently from your homes and constituencies, it is 
scarcely necessary for me to remind you of the depression 
which pervades the business and industries of the country. 
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A benignant Providence has, it is true, blessed the land with 
genial seasons, and rewarded the labors of the husbandman 
with a bountiful ‘harvest; yet the unfortunate, sanguinary 
war, now exhausting. the resources of two great European 
nations, has had a disastrous effect upon American commerce, 
especially upon the prices of the chief and most valuable 
product of our fields. It, therefore, behooves the Govern- 
ment to relieve the tax-payers of the State to the. utmost 
extent possible and expedient. Our present system of taxa- 
tion is offensive and burdensome to the masses, and the mode 
of its enforcement oppressive. The instincts of the popular 
heart seldom err— the complaints of the people are the surest 
evidence of the wrong and injustice of any Jaw. To areview 
and modification of our entire system of taxation, I therefore 
invite your earliest and earnest consideration, that its burdens 
may be lightened and thereby rendered more acceptable to 
the people. A suspension of the enforcement of the penalty : 
incurred by delinquents would afford immediate and desirable 
relief, by enabling our small farmers to postpone the sale of 
their few, but hard earned cotton bales at great sacrifice, 

There are o*her important matters, of public policy, -to 
which at a future time I will take the liberty of inviting your 
consideration, deeming it eminently proper to withhold my 
views thereon for the present.

Your committee to whom was referred the credentials of 
Geo. W. Braxdall, Esq., elaiming a seat in your honorable 
body as a Representative from Talladega county, and the 
prooeedings of contestation instituted by A. Cunningham, a 
qualified elector of said county, in favor of Taul Bradford, 
Esq., beg leave to submit the following report : 

The returns by the inspectors of the election recently held 
in Talladega eounty, show that George W. Braxdall received 
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for the office of Representative seventeen hundred and twenty 
votes, and Taul Bradford sixteen hundred and twenty votes. 

By a laborious and careful inspection and comparison of 
the registration lists, poll lists and ballots of said county, we 
find that said Braxdall received at said election one hundred 
and ninety-ohe votes cast by persons not registered. There 
were also polled for said Braxdall six votes cast by persons 
under the age of twenty-one years, as is shown by the testi- 
mony of witnesses taken as in chancery cases. These illegal 
votes, amounting in the aggregate te one hundred and ninety- 
seven, deducted from the entire vote returned for said George 
W. Braxdall, leaves him fifteen hundred and twenty-three 
votes. ‘There was no evidence before the committee that 
any illegal votes were cast at said election for the said Taul 
Bradford. The committee deem it proper here to state, that 
in comparing the registration and poll lists, when any doubt 
as to the identity of the person polled and registered, either 
from, different spelling, or the use of an initial on one list and 
of a full christian name on the other, the committee always 
gave the sitting member the benefit of the doubt. 

The return of the sheriff of Talladega county shows that 
said George W. Braxdall was legally notified of the proceed- 
ings of contestation against him on the 12th day of Novem- 
. ber, 1870; yet he has never produced any evidence before 
this committee, and they have continued the investigation 
several times in order that he might have ample opportunity 
to obtain testimony, if he chose so to do. 

. It is due to the sitting member, however, to state, that it 
nowhere appears that he had' any knowledge of the illegal 
voting for.him, and is not personally compromised thereby. 

Therefore, your committee ask to accompany this report 
with the following resolution, and recommend its adoption : 

Resolved, That George W. Braxdall is not entitled to a seat 
in this House as a member from Talladega county, and that 
the said seat rightfully and legally belongs to Taul Bradford, 
he having received a majority of the legal votes cast, and 
that said Bradford be sworn in as such member; that the 
said Braxdall be allowed his mileage and pay to the time of 
the adoption of this resolution.

The comtnittee: visited and made a personal in&péctión of 
the Freedmen's Hospital—a group of cabins containing nite 
rooms iú all, &even'of them occupied by the patients and two 
by the’ steward of the hospital, all of'them rude, but’ com- 
fortable enough for the purposes for which they aré employed. 
It ‘is: well situated in all respects, except that itis too remóte 
from any ample supply of water. How and at what expetise 
the institution has heretofore been conducted, the committee 
had-tio means of asvertaining, except from the printed réport 
of the ‘Trustees of the Freedmen’s Hospital," whichis hére- 
with submitted, and asked to be taken as part of this report. 
The expenses mentioned in that report-are pFeater-thati: they 
ought: ‘to have been, and *miny“of: the ‘persons: ‘named as 'pà- 
tients were abundantly able to take éare'of' themselves, atid 
ought neverto have been made pensioners upon thé public 
bounty. But these evils were the work of a’ former“ legisla- 
ture, and we tan do nothing to reimburse the State the cost 
of them. 

The appropriation for the expenses of this institution for 
last year was exhausted by the close of that year, and’ the 
trustees have borrowed money, the amount of which ig tot 
known to the committee; to meet the expenses of this month, 
not provided for by Jaw, atid’ have mortgaged the personal 
property belonging to the institution to secure the: payment 
of the money 80 borrowed. 
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The act creating the Freedmen’s Hospital, approved-De- 
cember 81, 1868, and the act supplementary to that act, ap- 
proved February 18, 1870, have expired by limitation, and 
with them the Freedmen's Hospital, a State institution, has 
ceaRed to exist, But many of the.inmates of the hospital 
are still living without any means of-subsistence, and without 
the capacity to earn a living. Of these there are thirty still 
occupying the old hospital buildings, of various ages and both 
sexes, and so greatly afflicted with chronic and itremediable 
disorders as to demand „the supporting, care and protection 

of the State. To leave them where they are, would be to 
kill them ; to restore them to the counties from which they 
were gathered to.their present abode, would be to oppress 
those counties ; to provide for them is the duty of the State. 

This institution is one of the. many unwelcome legatees of 
the Freedmen’s Bureau. Its inmates are the refuse of the 
Freedmen's Bureau Hospitals that once existed at Greenville, 
Selma and Talladega, that were confided to'the care of the 

. State under authority of the former of the two acts .before 
mentioned. Whence they all come, it is now impossible tu 
tell; and, therefore, the committee thinks it would be wrong 
to regard them as charges upon the counties of Butler, Dallas 
and Talladega: In view of all the facts herein recited, much 
as may be regretted the former creation of the-hospital ana its 
extravagant management, the committee have agreed to re- 
_ port a bill providing support the present year for the thirty 
invalids before mentioned, and have based the appropriation 
provided in the bill upon the most économical estimate they 
could make. : PA

SOCIAL CONDITION OF THE STATE. 


In greeting your return to a resumption of your Legisla= 

tive duties, it affords me the highest gratification. in being 
permitted to congratulate you, and through you the various 
constituencies you represent, upon the general good-order and 
social tranquillity which prevail throughout ;our State ; 
though occasional aggravated infractions of the ‘law have in- 
terrupted the peace of communities, the perpetrators of 
which must, and shall be brought to punishment; yet it is 
pleasing to observe the increasing solicitude and determina- 
tion, on the pay of the people, to promote morality, aud to 
maintain the supremacy of the laws. This is the móre cheer- 
ing and encouraging, for however seyere a law may be in its 
provisions, however stern and inflexible the judge may be in 
its administration, or the officer in its execution, its power at 
last, is in a great degree dependent upon the homage and obe- 
dience yielded to it by the masses of the people. - , 
' To secure this obedience, it behooves the law-giver to eon- 
sider well the necessity which demands the statute, and con- 
fine its exactions within the measure of that necessity. 
When this maxim is strictly observed, criminal legislation 
rarely fails to command popular approval.and obedience. 
On the other hand, when influences, .such as personal aggrand- 
izement, or political or partisan ambition control the spirit 
of legislation, laws become a curse rather than a blessing.; a 
source of discord rather than a fountain .of peace; instru- 
ments of oppression and wrong instead of guarantees of lib- 
erty and justice. ZUM " 

Cherishing the highest confidence in your wisdom, gentle: 
men, and in your patriotism and fidelity to the liberties of the 
people of Alabama, I am satisfied. that your solemn and re- 
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sponsible duties will be discharged with the single and sacred 
aim of guarding the constitutional rights .of every citizen, 
regardiess of his race, his station in life, or of his political 
creed; and in all your proceedings I hope and expect to co- 
operate with harmony and energy. -Entrusted by the con- 
stitution with the Executive Department of the State, I shall 
endeavor, vigilantly and earnestly, to defend and protect its 
peace; in every section, rebuke lawlessness, in whatever 
torm it may arise, and use all the forces justified by the con- 
stitution and the laws, to repress violence and crime from 
whatever motive it may spring; and shall, whenever author- 
ized, held to a prompt and strict accountability, all officers 
guilty of neglect or inefficiency in the performance of their 
duty. ` i 
While the social and political condition of the State is 
thus happy and promising, itis deeply te be regretted that a 
few selfish, restless, and aspiring men, animated by motives 
of revenge, ‘or the promptings of a wicked ambition, are la- 
boriug with a zeal commensurate with their unworthy pur- 
pose, not only to asperse the character and impair the fair 
fame of Alabama, but-also to disturb ‘her present felicitous 
and harmonious relations with the Federal authorities. The 
time, 1 sineerely hope, has arrived when disappointed politi- 
cians will find themselves impotent, by their cunning and 
malice, to overthrow the peace and progress of a State. - 


." MATERIAL INTERESTS. , 


In her material interests the State continues to prosper. 
Industry and frugality eminently distinguish all classes of the 
people, and but for the depressing influence of the sanguinary 
conflict now exhausting, and devasting two of the great na- 
tions of Europe, Alabama to-day would be in the enjoyment 
of a. prosperity unexperienced during the past decade. The 
present year opens with renewed energy and hope, and un- 
der the power -and guidance of a Beneficent Providence I 
trust its close will find us- in the possession of affluence and 
domestie contentment. 


RAILROAD ENTERPRISES AND STATE AID. 


The various and important railroad enterprises, now pro- 
` gressing, somè of them rapidly towards completion, are open- 
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ing new fields of industry, and developing rich. and varied - 
sources. of wealth, which at no remote day will place Ala- - 
bama foremost among her sister States, in the march of pro- 
gress and enterprise. That. the State should continue to 
eneourage and foster works of internal impróvements, politi- 
eal economy and civilization alike advise. But to what 
extent and in what manner a government like that of Ala- 
bama should aid or engage in such works, is one of the 
gravest and. most delicate problems, which appeals to the 
wisdom of the legislator and the statesman ; and its solution - 
seems every day to become more and more involved in diffi- - 
culty and uncertainty. That individual enterprise, and capi- - 
tal, constitute the proper and legitimate, and best means to - 
be employed in works of internal improvements, experience 
most signally proves. When men of business deal with, and 
manage their own affairs, vigilence, energy, economy, and 
care are more apt to distinguish their acts, than when they 
have the privilege, and opportunity of sporting with the 
public treasury or the public credit. The government of 
this State, has, however, adopted -a railroad system, based 
upon her credit. How that system has worked, how it has 
been administered, and how „far, and in what manner, the 
credit of the State has been involved from the incipiency of 
the system to this time, is a subject to which I now call your 
especial and calm consideration. ; l 
At the session of 1866-7, the Legislature enacted a law 
authorizing the Governor, under certain restrictions, to en- 
dorse the bonds of railroad companies to the amount of twelve 
thousand dollars per mile. The members composing that 
Legislature were actuated by a most sincere, and fervent de- 
sire to aid in achieving the development of the vast mineral 
wealth which swelled our great, but at that time inaccessible 
mountain regions. . ` 
Twelve thousand dollars per mile, after mature considera- 


‘tion, was determined upon as the amount for which the credit 


of the State could be securely and prudently pledged. It 
was caleulated that the average cost of building a mile of 
railroad would and ought not to exceed twenty-four thousand 
dollars, and in order to secure a faithful and honest use of the 
State credit, the company receiving it should contribute from 
other resources, one half of that cost. Railroad men ap- 
proved. the measure. and acknowledged its liberality and 
ampleness. Before any benefit of this law, however, was 
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claimed by the railroad companies of thé State, another Leg 
islature ‘converted, which enlarged that -amoutt to sixteen 
thousand dollars per mile ; thus ‘exhibiting añ augmentation 
of the derriapd, ‘on the part of railroad companies, by a spe- 
cies of ‘arithmetical progression natural to corporations, 
reposing their hopes and speculations on'the liberality of the 
State. The wisdom and policy of this increase is-no longer 
a useful subject of inquiry or comment. At the session of 
1869-70, the railroad. systém again underwent a revision; and - 
again the railroad companies triumphed. It is not my pro- 
vince to inquire how that triumph was effected. -The gen- 
eral endorsement system was re-enacted, and additional and 
special aid granted to four railroads of the State. The en- 
dorsement of the bonds of the South and North railroad was 
inereased to twenty-two thousand dollars per mile. The 
Mobile and Montgomery railroad became entitled to an ag- 
gregaté endorsement of twenty-five hundred thousand dol- 
lars. Three hundred thousand dollars, in addition to the 
sixteen thousand dollars per mile, wasloaned in the bónds. 
of the State, to the Montgomery and Eufaula road ; and two 
million dollars in State bonds to the Alabama 4nd Chatta- 
nooga Railroad company. To what extent bonds under the 
various statutes, have been endorsed-and issued by the State, 
itis impossible to inform you. Neither in the Executive 
office, nor in any other office of the government, can be found 
a record of the action of the Executive in this regard. 

I have no knowledge of the form of the bonds, except 
those of the Montgomery & Mobile and the Montgomery & 
Eufaula rai!roads, and, unless from rumors or unofficial infor- 
mation, I cannot even suppose the number of bonds indorsed 
to any company, the time when and where payable, or 
whether indorsed or issued according to law. 

'This condition of matters of sueh vast moment to the in- 
terést of the State, is to be deeply regretted, and I shall en- 
deavor to remedy it at the earliest practicable time. I have, 
hov 2ver, reason to believe that the bonds of the two million 
loan to the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad, were issued.on 
or about the sécond: day of March, 1870, payable in gold, 
both principal and interest; but when said bonds were sold, 
or how many of them have-been sold, I have no information. 

By the several statutes, it is provided that the companies 
entitléd to and obtaining State aid,shall,in the case of in- 
dorsed bonds, “ deposit with the Auditor of the Stateof Ala- 
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bama, at Jeast-fifteen days. before. the interest becomes; due, 
from time to. time, upon said bonds, indorsed as aforesaid, on 
amount sufficient to pay such interest, including exchange 
and necessary commissions, or satisfactory evidence that said 
interest has been paid or provided for; and it.said company 
fails to deposit said interest as aforesaid, or to furnish the evi- 
dence as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the Auditor to re- 

port that faet to the Governor.” l 
On the 31st diy of December, I was first officially notified 
of the default of any of the companies to pay their interest; 
but that mattered little, as the Auditor and myself had pre- 
viously had a conversation où the subject. I have discovered 
that the interest of the bonds of the various railroads is not 
payable at the sametime. I find that part of them pay their 
interest in Mareh and September—others in April and Octo- 
ber. The interest due on the indorsed bonds of the Alabama 
& Chattanooga Railroad, and on the two million bonds loaned 
that company, is payable on the first day of January and 
July, and at these respective periods the interest on the three 
hundred thousand dollars loaned to the Montgomery & Eu- 
faula Railroad, is also payable, Mr. Owen, President of the 
last mentioned company, deposited with our financial agents, 
Lehman, Durr & Co., of the city of Montgomery, the funds 
necessary to meet said interest, which they transmitted to 
Henry Clews & Co., financial agents of the State in the city 
of New York, where the interest on said bonds was made 
payable. . : 
; ALABAMA & CHATTANOOGA RAILROAD. 


On the'24th of December last, a telegram reached me from 
New York, and signed **J. C. Stanton," informing me, that 
he was making-arrangements to meet the interest due from 
the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company. This intel- 
ligence was gratifying. Reports and rumors, however, soon 
followed, that that Company had failed to provide for the 
payment of its interest ; which rumors were confirmed by a 
dispatch from Henry Clews & Co. 

Ineed not dwell on the deep regret with which I received 
and read this announcement. I had earnestly hoped and be- 
lieved that all the railroad companies would, by prudence and 
foresight, provide against so great a calamity, not only. to 
their own immediate interest, but to the railroad system of 
the State |^: | — T 
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Alabama had indorsed, with a liberal hand, the bonds of 
the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company, and, as the 
principals in‘ the contract, it devolved upon them, as a solemn 
duty, to save the indorser from the liability, as well as the 
financial disgrace, sure to attach to her name, by the default 
of a corporation she had, toa great extent, entrusted with her 
credit, and the development: of her material wealth. I still 
continued to cherish an anxious hope that the interest would 
be paid, but I have hoped in vain ; and the interest due on the 
indorsed bonds of the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad, as 
well as that due on the two million bonds of the Stute, loaned 
that company; „stand to-day under protest in the financial 
world. 

In all this matter, I have earnestly and calmly considered 
the duty and the power of the Executive, under and by vir- 
tue of the several statutes pertaining thereto} and, after con- 
templating the momentous question in all its bearings, I ar- 
rived at the conclusion that the only course I would be justi- 
fied in pursuing, was to await your return, and ask your de- 
liberate action and co-operation. The statute seems to au- 
thorize and require me, in default of a railroad company, to 
pay its interest, to take possession of the road, and hold and 
work the road, until the company reimbursed the State for 
any outlay to which she had been subjected, and to cause the 
sheriffs to take possession thereof, in the event the company 
failed to surrender it. . This I believed impolitic and imprac- 
ticable. First. I deemed it marvelously strange that à com- 
pany.receiving such vast'aid from the State—not less than 
six millions of dollars iu her indorsed and the two million 

. bonds loaned—a great portion of them ‘within the last ten 
months, should thus fail to meet the comparatively small 
amount of accruing interest. I esteemed this failure as a sig- 
nificant indication that the company either intended to play 
upon and involve the credit of the State, or could not raise 
the means necessary.  The.last alternative 1 could not, and 
admit. My credulity, nor is yours, so accessible and pliant 
as to believe that a corporation of such magnitude and inter- 
ests as that of the: Alacama & Chattanooga Railroad Com- 
pany, with millions of investments, could nor cannot raise 
the sum of two or three hundred thousatid dollars, in finan- 
cial circles, especially when so many other and immense in- 
terests depend"uporm their promptitude’and honesty. 

To séize the road was simply an impossibility, if it had 
been expedient. 
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The road extends through four States, Commencing in’ 
Tennessee; it passes through portions of that State, and por- 
tions of Georgia, Alabama, and Mississippi, where it termin- 
ates; and it is well known that at Chattanooga is located the 
most valuable property of ‘the road—its depots, its machine 
shops,—and there, too, in a few hours, may be concentrated 
all ita rolling stock and other movable property. The.sheriffs 
of Alabama were impotent to reach this point in their official 
or effective capacity. To have paid the interest, and to have 
seized the unfinished part of the road in Alabama, would have 
beeen a positive assumption of great responsibilities and lia- 
bilities, without acquiring a singie resource from. the seizure 
to respond to them. To complete the road, I had no power ; 
to have undertaken to operate an intervening space, remote 
from the termini, would have been expensive, without profit 
—even ridiculous. To have sold it, would have been grati- 
fying .£o the speculating, watchful and anxious cormorants, 
who are hovering over the prey. I could not act in this mat- 
ter without the co-operation, counsels, and acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly. l 

The.whole matter, it cannot be disguised, is surrounded 
with the greatest difficulties, and it will require the calmest 
and. most earnest deliberation, on the part of both the legis- 
lative and executive departments of the government, to suc- 
cessfully encounter and overcome-them. I recommend a re- 
cognition ef all our just, legal and honorable obligations. 
And, pursuant tothe promptings of this principle, I coun- 
selled the State Treasurer to stop the payment of all other 
claims until he had furnished our financial agent in Mont- 
gomery with the amount of money necessary to pay the in- 
terest due on our „bonds, payable in Europe and America. 
This he did, I refer to.the payment of interest on aur old 
indebtedness, incurred prior to the year 1870, With regard 
to the liabilities of the State incurred on account of the Ala- 
bama & Chattanooga Railroad Company, I frankly confess, I 
bave encountered the greatest anxiety and embarrassment in 
every phase in, which it has presented itself. ae 

From information,. not at all definite in its character, I sur- 
mise that the indorsed bonds of this company amount to 
between four and five milligns—which, added to the two mil- 
lion of State bonds, make an aggregate liability of the State 
for at least six millions of .dollars,.and upwards. „The interest 
on the indorsed bonds is.payable by the State. in currency, 
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the interest,on the.two million bonds in gold, Five hundred 
thousand dollars, must, therefore, be annually provided for 
by the State to pay this interest, if she recognizes the valid- 
ity of the debt and.assumes its payment. This is the State's 
liability for one railroad company alone. l 

Unéxpectedly, this -embarrassment has befallen the State. 
Without expectation or warning, sħe is called upon to respond 
to this heavy indebtedness, and she is not prepared to meet 
it; Ignorant of the amounts charged against her in the com- 
mercial world, without a-:record of -her liabilities in the ar- 
chives of her own government, she is suddenly placarded 
throughout christendom, as recreant to her fame, and faithless 
to her pledges. ; 

Against this, I here, and in the name of Alabama, protèst, 
and demand that the shame and odium shall be attributed to 
those -who have gambled with or abused her credit. I have 
been urged to‘pay the interest due on the bonds of the Ala- 
bama & Chattanooga Railroad Company, and positively re- 
fused, and shall continue to refuse, unless empowered and re- 
quired by your legislation to do so. The treasury of the 
State is:not in a condition to furnish the means, and-I cannot, 
and do not recommend an increase of our already oppressive 
taxation to supply the faithlessness of this railroad corpora- 
tion. It is true, the State might issue bonds ad libitum to 
cover.up the delinquencies and spoliations of speculators and 
financial gamblers; but would that be fair, would it be honest 
or consonant with the fair dealings of the State? Will it not 
be better to meet the issue at once, and ignore. every party 
that has wantoned „with and sought to humiliate. ber credit 
and name? Ihave said that there is no record df the State 
liabilities in behalf of this company ; neither çan be found 
any of the securities required by law to be given to the State 
by that company. What has become of them, or whether 
théy were executed, delivered, and placed on.tlie file in any 
of the offices of the government, I am unable to inform you. 

I; therefore, recommend that a joint committee of the 
two House of the General Assembly be raised, with proper 
. and necessary powers to enquire into this, before any final 
action is taken thereon. Ido not desire the State of Ala- 
bama to manifest even a reluctance to meet her just and hon- 
est liabilities ; but I do insist upon her right and her duty, 
both to herself and those who claim to be her eréditors, to

institute this investigation before she pledges her future. 
There is one course which can be: adopted with safety aud 
justice alike to the State and bondholder ; that is, the enact- 
ment of a law providing for the transfer to the holders of the 
indorsed and the two million bonds, all the rights, liens, se- 
curities, mortgages, assets, and property secured by statute, 
or in any other way, vested in the State of Alabama, by this 
road, and to pass‘such laws ‘as will enable said bondholders 
to prosecute the rights to which they are subrogated, under 
such transfer,—provided they will retease the State of Ala- 
bama from all liability on said bonds. l 
These bonds are in the hands, no doubt, of the original 
purchasers,.cognizant of all the facts connected with their 
origin. The State is only liable for sixteen thousand dollars 
per mile, and it is acknowledged that a first class road costs 
twenty-five or thirty thousand dollars per mile for its construc- 
tion. The State will, therefore, be conveying to the creditors 
of the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company securities 
equal to double the amount of the State's liabilities. This 
is practicable by the appointment of a trustee, authorized by 
the bondholders fo act in the premises. This would be just 
to the creditors and honorable to the State..' All this I sub- 
mit to your consideration. There is, however, a very great 
and significant difference between the indorsed bonds of the 
Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company and what is 
known as the two million bonds. The latter are a direct and 
primary obligation of the State. The State is principal, and 
alone known arid liable on the bond. An innocent holder, 
in contemplation of the law, is not presumed to know the 
consideration nor the parties to the original contract. To this 
fact I feel it my duty to call your attention. With these 
statements, views and suggestions, I commit this gredt and 
important question to your wisdom and conclusións. "While 
the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad Company has failed to 
fulfill their pledges arid obligations to the State and their im- 
mediate creditors, I may be permitted to say that their enter- 
prise is one of great interest and pleasure to the State, and 
the work, up to this time, conducted with skill and" energy, 
though their financial transactions have been wanting in pru- 
dence and economy, and their designs upon the State repre- 
hensible. a l 7 j 
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. CONDUCT .OF OTHER ROADS. 
. So far as my knowledge extends, Iam convinced that' the 
other’ railroad companies, who re benficiaries of the indorse- 
ment system, are earnést and honest ïn their'purposes, and I 
earnestly recommend that the General Assembly will enact 
such Jaws. as will encourage and promote our railroad system, 
and secure a faithful performance on the part of the compa- 
nies, and to the State a remedy in the event of her incurring 
liabilities, . A. 2 
^ Alabama is rich in all the elements of material wealth, ‘and 
wherever she can extend her credit to develop it, without 
imperiling her honor, it will redound to her interest to do so. 
But I recommend that, in all” your legislation, look to the 
honesty of the parties with whom the State contracts. 


REFUSAL TO INDORSE GOLD BONDS. ^ 


` Under the various indorsement laws, the: Governor, in di- 
rect terms, is not restricted as to the character of the bonds - 
which he may indorse—whether they are payable in gold or 
lawful currency of the United States ; but, believing that the 
legislature which passed the law intended to pledge the 
credit of the State to payment in the money she realized 
from her taxes, I have refused to sign bonds payable in gold 
and in “ gold coin.” i "n 


FINANCES AND ADMINISTRATION OF SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


From the:reports of Auditor and Treasurer, heretofore 
placed before you, your will ascertain the condition of the 
finances of the State. Our income from taxes and other 
sources appears to be greater than the necessities of the-gov- 
ernment require, aud, therefore, the reduction of the taxes 
addresses itself to your consideration. The tax on both per- 
sonal and real property; in my opinion, can be safely changed 
from 75 cents on the $100 fo 60 cents ; indeed, I think there 
. will be little risk in reducing it to 50 cents, Our expendi- 
tures are susceptible of diminution, without obstructing or 
impairing the operations of the. government, , Wherever I 
. have the power to do.so, I will introduce economy into every 
office and every department. “I herewith submit for your in- 
formation and examination a report furnished by Messrs. Bug- 
bee, Stow and Hatchett, commissioners appointed by Gover- 
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nor Smith to examine into the affairs, &c., of the offices: of 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, Auditor and Treasurer. 
With the offices of Auditor and Treasurer and their opera- 
tions, the commissioners express satisfaction. With regard 
to the office of Superintendent. of Public Instruction, they 
report not only an unsatisfactory, but a most shameful and 
reprehensible state of things. The facts set forth by the 
commissioners are surely a stern condemnation of the man- 
agement of our educattonal system during the past year. 
The present Superintendent, it is to be hoped, will be able 
to rescue the system from its degradation, and establish it on 
a basis which will secure to it the support and affections of 
the people. The fund provided for the.maintenance of our 
public schools is exceedingly liberal, I may. say ample, if its 
administration is judicious and faithful. ‘Education is the 
strength and glory of a State; and I trust to see the day 
when every class of citizens of Alabama will enjoy its bene- 
‘fits and blessings. How much nobler to prevent erime by 
the power and influence of the school house, than to punish 
it in jail and penitentiary. 


PROTECTION OF THE BALLOT BOX. 


- I need not say that there is nothing so. much calculated to 
agitate and disturb the popular mind, or tó interrupt our do- 
mestic quiet, as the political contests occurring so often un- 
der our republican form of government. I; therefore, earn- 

"estly recommend a revision of all laws regulating elections, 
in order to protect, with exactness, the political rights and 
privileges of every citizen, and secure, at the ballot box,a 
full and fair ascertainment of popular opinion. Fraud in 
voting should be'guarded against in every practicable and 
possible way, and I think car laws are defective in this re- 
gard. No challenge at the‘ polls is permitted—in fact, it is, 
in direct terms, prohibited. Age nor citizenship can be 
asked ; thé minor and the alien can cast his vote, and no one 
dare protest. In additión to this, the voter is not restrained 
to voting in the precinct’ whete lie lives andis. known ‘Theke 
two defects, taken together, are dangerous in the Highest 
degree to the purity of elections, aventiés of fraud ‘and cor- 
ruption, instéad of subserving the dignity and liberties of re- 

ublican government. Under the present statutes, fraudu- 
ent voting may be punished ; ‘but who will ‘prosecute the ot- 
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fender? By such.a remedy, personal animosity may bé grat- 
ified and party disappointment avenged,—yet ‘the result of 
the election remains unchanged. Illegal voting must be pre- 
vented, not merely punished, if fair elections would be se- 
cured. I, therefore, recommend that the privilege of ehal- . 
lenging the voter be restored, and, also, that évery citizen 
shall vote only in the precinct of bis residence. -In this rec- 
ommendation T am only actuated'by a sincere desire to have 
the purity of the ballot box, the great patladium of American 
liberties, protected. I also recommend the eriactment of 
such ‘laws as will afford an easy, ready-and inexpensive contest 
to every candidate for office. ‘This is due to the citizen, and 

indispensable to justice and the public weal. l

COUNTY SOLICITORSHIP AND.ITS INEFFICIENCY" 


The enforcement of our criminal laws is a subject of 
almost universal complaint among the people, and justly so. 
There are many causes to which may be assigned the impu- 
nity with which the criminal laws of the State are violated, 
but observation and experience have convinced me that the 
chief source of this evil is to be found in the inefficiency of 
our present system of County Solicitorship. The office of 
County Solicitor is neither in its dignity nor its fees caleu- 
lated to secure professional ability, nor an energetic discharge. 
of duty. In addition to this the County Solicitor is too often 
subjected to' the appreliensions and intimidation which local 
desperadoes exercise over communities. , 

And I therefore recommend the enactment of laws consist- 
ent with the Constitution, which will restore the ‘old system 
of Circuit Solicitors. Crime must be punished, and'I know 
of no more effective mode by which this desirable object can 
be accomplished than by Solicitors free from the restraining 
influence of local or personal prejudice. . du 

' There are other subjects that I deer of interest and impor- 
tance; to which I will take the liberty of; calling your 
attention and consideration at an early day. ' ^^

The undersigned, having been appointed by your . prede- 
cessor, Governor Smith, commissioners to examine into and 
report upon the affairs in the offices-of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, Auditor and Treasurer of State, herewith 
beg leave to submit their report of the same. . 3 

‘We entered upon the. duties assigned us just.as the Legis- 
lature convened, and had made but little progress in examining 
the office of the Superintendent of Public Instruction when 
the former Superintendent was succeeded by the present head 
of that department. l , 

This change necessarily delayed us in the performance of 
our duties, but the greatest difficulty we have had.to contend 
with in that office has arisen from the fact that we found no 
books properly kept, from which to draw information, but 
had to rely almost entirely on memoranda and verhal explana- 
tions furnished by the Superintendent and his clerks, © 

On this account the examination has been tedious and 
unsatisfactory to ourselves, owing in great part to the want of 
any organized system of keeping the books in this office, and 
to the further fact that what books are in it had not been 
posted during the whole scholastic year. 


Notwithstanding these difficulties, we believe. we have 
succeeded in ascertaining how the affairs have been conducted 
and stood on the 1st October last.  . "a a. 

We think that the amounts certified by the Superintendent 
to the Auditor to be due the various County Superintendents 
were in the main correct, though we find that the report from 
one county is now very much defaced.by erasures, which the 
Superintendent and his clerks assure us has been.done since 
the same was examined and cértified by him, and by soñe 
one to them unknown. E ANLE 

This report, as presented to the Superirtendent ‘showed 
that schools were taught in certain townships, and furnished 
the names of the teachers; now the names of the teachers 
are eraséd, though the sum of $342 has been drawn by the 
County Superintendent to pay them, and when no schools 
were taught in those townships. ON 

In two other counties we find that without any detailed 


report from the County Superintendents as to whether any 
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. Schools. were -actually taught, or if-taught, by whom, but 
upon a mere estimate or statement, of the Superinténdents, 
they have received certificates and heen allowed to draw the 
amounts of their estimates from the treasury. : 

This the Superintendent claims to be in accordance with 
law; we, however,-differ in opinion with him, but as it is not - 
our province to deéide questions of law, we merely call 
attention to the-fact, and will specify the cases if it is desired. 

In regard to the payments made for schools claimed to 
have been taught during the years 1866, 1867 and 1868, 
under acts of the Legislature approved February 21, 1870, 
and February 23, 1870, we find that the sum of $499 29-100 
was paid to the county of. Elmore for the year 1867, although 
the books in the office show that not one dollar was due that 
county, as the whole apportionment had been previously paid 
to a former County Superintendent. MAL 

It is. but justice to Dr..Cloud, however, to say that before 
paying this amount he had the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral that such payment was legal, if “a free public school” had 
been taught in the county, the teacher of which had not been 
paid, But we find nothing to show. that this amount was 
due, or claimed by one who had taught a + free public school.” 
And, indeed, we find no:evidence in the office that any ‘free 
public schools” were taught in any of the counties to which 
the amount of the appropriations under the two acts referred 
to were apportioned, and for which certificates were issued 
by the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and upon which 
the County Superintendents have been paid nearly $225,000 ; 
nor is there any evidence in. the office that one dollar of this 
large sum was due .to or even, claimed by teachers for their 
services during the years of 1866, 1567, or 1868. ` f 

Up to the present time over $235,000 has been drawn out 
of the State. Treasury by County Superintendents, under 
these acts of the Legislature, of which only about $10,000 
has been accounted for. This shows that there is yet in the 
hands of the County Superintendents over $225,000 of the 
people’s money, which, we think, to use the mildest term, 
has been paid out without due regard to the interest of the 
State. 

We have carefully examined and compared the books of 
the Auditor with those of the Treasurer, and found them to 
agree, with the exception of a few dollars, mere clerical 
errors, which of course we had corrected. 
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The Auditor had made: out his report to the Governor 
before we did this, ‘and we find that his printed report differs’ 
. from the bdoks as corrected ‘by us, $53.: This, we presume, 
is a clerical error, and arises from the fact that his books were 
not, and indeed are not’ yet, posted’ and balanced. “This is 
the only cause of complaint we find in the Auditor’s office, 
and this may arise from a want of sufficient clerical force.’ 

`” We find that the Auditor has been very particular to obtain 

thé, opinion of the Attorney General as to his issuing warrants 
on.the Treasurer, in all doubtful cases, and we Believe he has 
endeavored to guard the iriterests of the State. ' 

We desire to call attention to the large ‘amounts paid out 
under the head of “Temporary Clerks," particularly in the 
offices of the Reporter and Clerk of the Supreme Court. 
This has been done under section 73 of the’ Revised Code, but 
we do. not think that either the Reporter or the Clerk of the 
Supreme Court is the “head of a department,” and we cannot 
think such amounts were paid out legally. ' ae 

We also notice that the Secretary of State himself was 
paid for extra work in his own office. 

In the office of the State Treasurer we found the books 
well kept, duly posted up to date, and the balance of cash 
on hand agreeing exactly with the books. MES

Mr. Bradford, from the special committee, appointed to 
investig&te the alleged frauds in the issurnce of railroad bonds 
and bonds endorsed by the State for the use of railroads, made 
the following report: 
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MAJORITY REPORT. 


To the Speaker of the - 
House of Representatives of Alabama : 

. Mr. SPEAKER: The committee to whom was referred, by 
resolution of this House, adopted on the 18th inst., the inves- 
tigation of certain matters touching the liability of the State 
of Alabama on account of certain bonds indorsed by the State, 
and certain other bonds loaned by the State for the purpose 
of assisting the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Company 
and other railroad companies in the construction of their 
roads, has instructed me to make the following report : 

The committee has industriously employed. all their availa- 
ble time in the collection and consideration of all the testi- 
mony bearing upon the snbjects of their inquiry that was 
accessible to them ; and although their researches have been 
but partial and unsatisfactory, they feel constrained, from 
high considerations of publie policy, to announce the conclu- 
sion they have attained as to the duty devolved upon the 
State by the failure of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad 
Company to meet the semi-annual interest due the first day 
of January, 1871, upon the bonds issued and indorsed by the 
State for its benefit. 

The evidence adduced before the committee develops a 
state of facta showing a community of purpose between the 
Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Company,and the late 
Governor of the State, to secure to the said company the full 
benefit of the liberal aid granted to that company by the 
State without correspondingly securing to the State the full - 
assertion of those guarantees of indemnity contemplated by 
the law. ' 

The two millions of State bonds which the law authorized 
the Governor to issue in aid of said company, in sums sut- 
cient to pay off the cost ot having constructed a certain 
amount of road,in excess of the State indorsement of six- 
teen thousand dollars per mile, were issued in bulk, with 
reckless haste, and were hurried away to the money marts of 
Europe. 

According to the statements before the committee of the 
capitalists representing the holders of those two millions of 
bonds, commonly called straight bonds, the bonds were sold 
in the city of New York some time before the 26th'day of 
March, 1870, and on that day were started on their way to 
the London market; but according to the testimony of the 
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late Treasurer and his clerk, and of the late Secretary of 
State, those bonds were never issued until after the 9th- day 
of April, and before the 12th day of April, 1870. How this 
discrepancy of statement occurs the committee are unable to 
tell. l 

The committee are satisfied, from the testimony they have 
examined, that a large amount of bonds, probably amounting 
to a million of dollars worth, was indorsed by the late Gover- 
nor in favor of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad Com- 
pany in excess of the amount that company was entitled to 
by law; but the precise amount and date of the bonds they 
are unable to give. l 

The first mortgage, or deed of trust, given by the said com- 
pany to secure the State, as required by law, is a conveyance 
by the company in its corporate name to certain individuals, 
residents of New York and other States, who were, at the 
date of the conveyance, or have since become, members of 
said company, and are unfit for the trust reposed in them, 
and entirely unfriendly to the State of Alabama. 

The personal security bond, asit is commonly called, exe- 
cuted to secure the State, because of the grant of the two 
millions loan, against unnecessary delay in the construction 
of the Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad, was taken by the 
late Governor and carelessly handed to the late Treasurer to 
be taken care of as a private paper until called for, and re- 
mained in the possession of the Treasurer ı ntıl Saturday, the 
30th inst., on which day he was carrying it about with him 
in his pocket until late in the evening, when he was induced 
to hand it to the present Governer of the State. The bond 
itself, however, is of but little value, as your committee are 
informed that the makers of it are not worth its penalty. 

: There has been uo record kept by any officer of the State 
: of the number and amount of the bonds issued or indorsed 
by the State in favor of the various railroads entitled by law 
to the aid of the State except as to the loan of bonds to the 
Montgomery and Eufaula Railroad Company, three hundred 
thousand dollars in amount, and the indorsement of bonds in | 
favor of the Mobile and Montgomery Railroad Company. 
This fact has prevented your committee from ascertaining 
the extent of the liability of the State under the laws author- 
izing the use of her name in aid of railroad companies. Not 
even af approximate estimate of the contingent indebtedness 
of the State can be made, because of the sedulous eare with 
which the late administration of the State veiled its transac- 
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tions in railroad bonds ; but enough, however, is known to 
convinee the committee that that indebtedness is alarmingly 
large and threatens bankruptcy and ruin to the State. 

The testimony on which the committee have acted has 
been taken down in writing as well as it has been possible, 
under the circumstances, to do, and is submitted in connec- 
tion with this report. The late Treasurer of the State, from . 
whom the committee expected to get important information 
concerning the indorsement of railroad bonds under the gen- 
eral law on that subject, claimed, and was allowed, his con- 
stitutional privilege of refusing to testify as to the illegal 
indorsement of the bonds of any other company than the 
Alabama and Chattanooga Railroad, as his testimony would 
tend to criminate himself, and thereby the committee were 
disappointed in getting the desired information from him. 

As to the bribery used by interested parties in inducing 
members of the House of Representatives of the last session 
of the General Assembly to support railroad bills, the inves- 
tigations of the committee have been retarded by the absence 
from the State of important witnesses and other causes they 
could not control. 

Mr. Jere Haralson, a member of this House, in his testi- 
mony, as shown therein, makes disclosures indicating some 
of the corrupt means by which the Alabama and Chattanooga 
Railroad Company procured the passage of the acts giving 
aid to that company; and the testimony of Mr, Geo. B. 
Holmes tends to show that Mr. F. M. Gilmer, president of 
the South and North Alabama Railroad Company, paid John 
Hardy, chairman of the committee on internal improvements 
of the House of Representatives of the last General Assem- 
bly, the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars to secure the 
favor of the said Hardy toward a bill in aid of said company 
then pending before the said committee. 

As to all the particular matters shown by the evidence, 
attention is called to the summary of the testimony herewith 
submitted.

Be it‘resolved by the House of Representatives, (the Senate 
concurring,) That the doctrine and practice of repudiation of 
just and lawful debts by States and Nations, should ever be 
condemned and avoided ; and we pledge ourselves to defend 
and maintain the credit and good name of Alabama, and are 
ready to provide all necessary means to meet her constitu- 
tional obligations. E 

SEC. 2. Be it further resolved, That we recognize the bind- 
ing force and validity of the several acts of the last General 
Assembly of the State loaning the credit of the State by in- 
dorsement on security in aid of railroads; and we hereby 
pledge ourselves to assist the Executive Department of the 
State in the faithful and prompt execution of the aforesaid 
acts so long as the same remain in force. 

SEC. 3. Be it further resolved, That, in the opinion of the 
General Assembly, the act authorizing the issuance of two 
. millions of State bonds in favor of the Alabama & Chatta- 
nooga Railroad Company, approved February 11, 1870, is un- 
constitutional, null and void; and all bonds issued by virtue 
of said act are void ab initio on that account, as well as by 
reason of the fact'that their issuance was made in palpable 
violation of the fundamental conditions set forth in said act ; 
and the State is not bound to pay the same: Provided, never- 
theless, that if it should be determined either by the supreme 
judicial department of this State, or of the United States, 
that the said act was constitutional, and that said bonds were 
lawfully issued, or that the same had passed into, the hands of 
bona fide holders, not chargeable with notice of any irregular- 
ity or want of authority on the part of the agents of the State 
who put them in circulation, then we pledge ourselves to 
meet promptly all the indebtedness of the State, whether for 
principal or interest due thereon, by appropriation or other- 
wise. > 
SEC. 4. Be it further resolved, That, in the opinion of this 
General Assembly, the act incorporating the Alabama & 
Chattanooga Railroad Company by the ‘consolidation of the 
Wills Valley Railroad with the North-east and South-west 
Railroad, and providing fcr the indorsement by the State of 
the bonds of such company, approved October 6, 1868, is un- 
eonstitutional, null and. void ; and. the Alabama & Chatta- 
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nooga Railroad Company was never incorporated under the 
laws of Alabama, and was not entitled to any indorsement of 
its bonds by the State, and such indorsements, if ever made, 
were unauthorized and illegal: Provided, nevertheless, that. if it 
should be determined by the Supreme Court of this State or 
of the United States, that the said Alabama & Chattanooga 
Company had a legal existence under the Constitution and 
laws of Alabama, and was legally entitled to such indorse- 
ments, and that their said bonds were indorsed by the lawful 
agents of the State and negotiated in the manner and upon 
the terms prescribed in said acts allowing such indorsements, 
then we stand pledged and ready to meet fully, by appropria- 
tion or otherwise, every liability of the State on such in- 
dorsements. 

Sec. 5. Be it further resolved, That the Governor of the 
State is hereby authorized and instructed in any test case on 
said bonds mentioned in sections 8 and 4 of these resolutions, 
or any coupons thereof, to facilitate in every legal and practi- 
cable way the early determination of the question of the lia- 
bility of the State on the same. i

MR. BRADFORD’S REPORT. 


To the Speaker of the House of Representatives : 
Mr. SPEAKER: The undersigned, as a member of the special 
committee of this House on investigation of railroad matters, 
begs leave to submit as his report the accompanying pream- 
ble and bill. 
TavL BRADFORD. 


A Britt, to be entitled an. Act to provide for the investigation 
of the liability of the State on account of aid to railroad 
companies, and to pay what may be-found to be justly due 
from the State on account of interest alleged to be due tor 
six months, on eertain bonds loaned, and on certain bonds 
indorsed, by the State in aid of the Alabama &, Chatta- 
nooga Railroad Company. 


WnEREAS, It is alleged that two millions of bonds have 
been issued by the State of Alabama and loaned to the Ala- 
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bama & Chattanooga Railroad Company ; and that a large 
amount of the bonds of the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad 
Company have been indorsed by the State of Alabama, and 
that interest upon all of said bonds for the period of six 
months, fell due on the first day of January, 1871, and that 
said company failed to pay said interest ; and whereas, it is 
alleged that the State of Alabama has indorsed, in a large 
amount, the bonds of other railroad companies, and has, be- 
sides, loaned bonds to the Montgomery & Eufaula Railroad 
Company; and whereas, these matters are not known to be 
true, no records of them having been kept by the State, and 
they deeply concern the welfare and honor of the State of 
Alabama; and whereas, we hold it to be a sacred duty to pay 
allthe just debts of the State, when ascertained : Therefore, 

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Ala- 
bama, That Levi W. Lawler, Edmund W. Pettus and David 
Clopton be, and they are liereby authorized and empowered, 
as Commissioners of this State, to inquire into and decide 
upon the liability of this State, on account of the loan of 
bonds by the State to the Alabama & Chattanooga Railroad 
Company, and the indorsement by the State of the bonds of 
said company. And, if the said Commissioners shall decide 
that the State of Alabama is justly and legally liable to pay. 
the holders of the aforesaid bonds, the semi-annual interest 
on said bonds, which, it is said, fell due on the first day of 
January, 1871, or any part of such interest, then it shail be 
the duty of the Governor, and he is hereby required, to ne- 
gotiate a loan on bonds of the State, maturing in not less 
than two years from the first day of March, 1871, and bear- 
ing interest at a rate not greater than seven per centum per 
annum, and therewith pay off the interest the said Commis- 
sioners may certity to him to be a just and legal debt of the 
State. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of 
the said Commissioners to take, and to preserve in writing, 
all the evidence accessible to them, touching the loan or in- 
dorsement of bonds by the State in favor of the Alabama and 
Chattanooga Railroad Company and in favor of any and all 
‘other railroad companies, showing how, and when, and where, 
and by whom, and under what circumstances, and in what 
numbers and series such bonds were signed, or executed, or 
indorsed, and how and by whom they were first negotiated ; 
and to inquire into what laws it may be claimed by said com 
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anies or the holders of said -bonds authorized the loan or 
indorsement of said bonds by the State; and whether or not 
said bonds were loaned, or indorsed, or sold, or negotiated 
according to law ; and whether any, or what ones of them 
are legal obligations of the State ; and to make full report of 
their investigations and decisions, and to submit the same as 
early as practicable to the Governor; but their report as to 
the obligations of the State on account of the Alabama and 
Chattanooga Railroad Company must be first of all their re- 
ports made out and certified by them and submitted to the 
Governor, that the liability of the State, if any exists, as to 
interest already due on account of aid by the State as to said 
company, may be paid as atoresaid. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the report of the said 
Commissioners shall not be conclusive on the State as to the 
decisions they may make, except as to the interest that may 
be paid by the Governor as hereinbefore provided for; but 
their reports shall be submitted to the General Assembly, at 
its next session, by the Governor, who shall accompany the 
same with his opinion of the matters set forth in said report ; 
to the end that the, General Assembly, at its next session, 
may, upon the report of the said Commissioners and the 
accompanying opinion of the Governor, determine, by appro- 
priate legislation, what the duty and honor of the State 
require to be done in the premises. 

SEC. 4. Be st further enacted, That the Governor is hereby 
required to give certificates to the said Commissioners sev- 
erally, under the great seal of the State, setting forth the 
fact that they have been appointed Commissioners as afore- 
said, and embodying a transcript of this act, as evidence of 
their authority and duties under this act. And, in case any 
one of said Commissioners should fail or refuse to act under 
this law, then the Governor is authorized to supply his place 
by the employment of some other person. 

SEC. 5. Be it further enacted, That the report of the said 
Commissioners be .placed and filed by the Governor in the 
office of the Auditor of the State, and thereafter must consti- 
tute a part of the public records of the State. 

SEC. 6. Be it further enacted, That the Governor is author- 
ized to direct the Auditor to draw his warrant on the Treasurer 
for the sum of two thousand dollars, or a smaller sum, for the 
purpose of defraying the expenses of said Commissioners; 
that the Auditor shall draw such warrant and the Treasurer- 
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shall pay the same out of:any moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated ; and the compensation of said Com- 
missioners shall-be provided by the next General Assembly.

Gentlemen of the Senate 
and House of Representatives : 


For your information, I transmit a report received at this 
Department from the Hon. Joseph Hodgson, Superintendent 
of Public Instruction. 

The report was made at my ‘request, communieated to the 
Superintendent on the 16th day of January last, and the 
promptness with which he complied, as well as the labor and 
ability he displays in' the work, are worthy of the highest 
commendation. ) i 

Energy, honesty and capacity in the administration of our 
system of education, are all the agencies now needed to se- 
cure its ultimate success. 

Iti s unnecessary for me to direct your special attention to 
any particular fact or suggestion embraced in this report; 
yet I feel it to be my solemn duty to urge upon your earnest 
consideration the condition of the University. 

The University of Alabama has always been cherished with 
pride and affection by the people, and at all times eneouraged 
and promoted by necessary and liberal appropriations. It is, 
therefore, a melancholy reflection—a subject, I might say, of 
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sorrow and. regret-—to:be informed by the President, the Hon- 
orable William R. Smith, in big communication to- the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, that * the catalogue of 
cadets now reaches the meagre number of twenty-one, and 
that there is not much probability of an increase under pres- 
ent auspices.” The distinguished and learned President, him- 
self a literary offspring of the institution, I am convinced, 
has not thus expressed his solicitude and apprehensions with- 
out justifying reasons. l 

What is the cause ?—whence springs this calamity to this 
once noble institution? this yenerable Alma Mater of hun- 
dreds of the purest and most accomplished sons and citizens 
of Alabama? Are the endowments insufficient to support 
the institution? I think not. In Auditor Reynolds’ printed 
report of the fiscal transactions for the year ending Sep- 
tember 30, 1870, and on page 21 of said report, I find that 
$24.143 88 was paid as’ interest on the University fund. 
Twenty-one cadets in juxtaposition with such an amount needs 
neither exclamation nor commentary. Are the professors, or 
any of them, by their intellectual capacity or moral obliqui- 
ties, or political harlequinisms, an ineubus on its character and 
fame? If these, or any of these malign influences prevail, it 
ought to be removed, and removed speedily. ‘To ‘ascertain 
the cause of the misfortune and degradation to our University, 
a rigid and impartial investigation should be instituted, and 
the evil at once remedied. If this is impossible, the amount 
annually expended in its support might be profitably held un- 
til amore auspicious era of the institution. 

Article XI of the constitution provides for a separate and 
distinct department for the management and control of a sys- 
tem of public education, and, among other provisions, desig- 
nates the sources from which shall be derived the means to 
maintain and support that system. My construction of the 
constitutional sections pertaining to the school revenue coni- 
pels me to say that the system should be supported out of its 
own resources, and in no part out of the general funds 
of the State. Yet, I discover that the salaries of of- 
ficers of the Department, Board of Education and Board 
of Regents, expenses incurred in carrying on the entire sys- 
tem, have been and are expected to be paid out of the gen- 
eral treasury, and not from its own school fund. 

I ask your consideration of this matter, not only as to the

future, but with regard to appropriations made during the 
present session of the Legislature. . 

It is an important matter, and a legislative determination 
is necessary to place that department on a business footing. 
The Superintendent should have a contingent fund, but that 
fund should be drawn from school resources. 

In conclusion, with this report transmitted, I also invite 
your attention to the able communication of Col. J. L. Tait, 
addressed to the Superintendent of Public Instruction.

Article VI, section 8 of the constitution provides that a 
chancery court shall be held in each county, ata place fixed 
by law, and the chancellors may hold courts for the each 
other, when- they deem it expedient. 

The language of this section is to my mind not only ex- 
plicit but emphatic, and I can not admit, as it is sometimes 


argued,that its provisions are satisfied either in letter or spirit 


by the 5th section of the same article, which invests the 
cireuit courts with limited concurrent jurisdiction. 

‘I do not-object to the expediency of uniting two or more 
counties in one chancery district. Under former constitutions 
it was not unusual to do so, but the plain mandatory section 
of our present constitution, which I cite, compels me to with- 
hold my approval of the bill I return.

The return from Russell county to the Secretary of State, 
from the supervisors, was signed only by the probate judge of 
Russell eounty, the Hon. T. Appleby, and its face shows that 
was incomplete, and hence the Secretary of .State never 
issued any certificate to any of the candidates for the Legis- 
lature, nor has this vote been counted in any election. . The 
statement of the probate judge, made from the inspectars’ 
returns, leaving out the two boxes from the Girard precinct, 
which were not opened, shows King; Republican, elected by 
about three hundred: majority, and Henry, Democrat, by 
about one hundred and sixteen majority, and shows about 
three hundred votes for Burton “francis.” We do not know, 
but understand that there is no such man as Burton Francis 
in the county, at least there was no such man a candidate for 
the Legislature; and from all that we can learn there is. but 
little doubt that these three hundred votes were intended to 
be cast for Burton Long, who was. one of the Republican 
eandidates, and who claims that he is legally elected.

In this state of the case it was referred to your committee. 

The undersigned, members. of your committee, insist.that 
inasmuch as the supervisors did.not supervise the vote of 
Russell county, that. no report, in fact, a mere statemient of 
the probate judge, showing on its face that it was incóm- 
plete, was ever made to the Secretary of State. and no‘ cer- 
tificate of election ever issued by the Secretary of State, no 
person has been declared elected. No one was entitled prima 
facie toʻa seat, hence this is not a case of contested election 
under the law, but a question of privilege, in which -your | 
committee should examine the facts fully at their own mo- 
tion, and determine who has the, majority of the legal votes 
polled at said election. 

We are satisfied, and believe it will not be seriously contro- 
verted, and was admitted by some of the committee; that if 
the Girard boxes are counted, King will have over a thousand 
majority, and the other Republican candidate, Burton Long, 
from six to eight hundred majority. The majority of the 
committee, upon the evidence of Mr. Ware, sheriff of Russell - 
county, determined to throw oüt the Girard boxes without 
opening them at all, and report in favor of seating Henry, 
one of the Democratic candidates. The testimony of Mr. 
Ware is substantially that he was at Girard on the day of 
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election; thatthe polls weré opened by’ Mr. Lewis, the regii 
larly appointed ‘returning officer, ‘and by Long, Whitterite, 
and N: S."Martín, the regularly appointed judges; that Mr.. 
Lewis’ wife ‘died, and in about half an hour after the polls. 
were opénéd Mi. Lewis left, and ‘sonie other person took 
charge of the‘ polls’; that one of thé judges lett soon after 
the! polls were dpened ;. after awhile another Iéft, ahd minors 
acted a judges, giving some, names, &c., and proves illegal 
votes polled; but does not state how many, or who, and that 
the votes were cotnted out by persons not sworn; that he, 
the sheriff, after the votés were counted, directed a Mr. Hol- 
land to take charge of one of the boxes. dure 
We think''it a very, remarkable circumstance, and rather a 
significant’ fact, tliat tlie sheriff of the county, au officer 
whose duty it’ was, above all others, to sectire a free, fair and 
honest. election, and who, above all others, had the power to 
- do it, having full power to call out the wholé posse comitatus 
of the county, if néed be, to enforce the election laws, ‘an 
election being at the place, seeing this election’ conducted in 
the manner hë testifies, he takes no steps to protect the 
purity of the ballot-box,-or to secure the people in their right 
tó vote; but after it is done, becomes a swift witness to proye . 
the irregularity of this election, to defeat thé voice of the 
"people. EAS ‘ 
"We think that the majority of the committee were in 
gieat error in retusing’ us, aš they did, a continuance of this 
case, and to send ‘for all the parties connected with holding. 
tlie election at this precinct, by which tlie verity of this elec- 
tion might have been established. RE ed as ee ened, 
' "This case was réfetred'to the committee before thé ‘recess, 
and was set by it to be heard on the first day of the recess, 
but'was not heard because of the adjournment, but was post- 
poned until after thé re-assembling of the’ Legislature. On 
thé day set for trial there were several witnesses in. attend- 
ance; the’chairman of'the committee had not arrived, and 
upoti application of some of the witnesses, several members 
of the committee agreed to continue thé ease. When the. 
committee next mef, as agreed upon, to consider this case, 
thére'was not a quorum, ard most of the witnesses had left, 
aid the further consideration of the casé was again posi- 
oned,: rS i E 
ù When ‘the committee next met Judge Appleby was ex- 
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amined and. the case continued until next. day. At this 
meeting the undersigned first heard that an objection would 
be made to opetiing the Girard boxes. on account .of some; of 
the inspectors being minors and not sworn, and on account 
of other informalities; and, they learn from, Burton Long, 
who claims to have been elected, and from his counsel, John 
A: Minnis, Esq, that this was the first they had heard of, this 
objection. When on the meeting the. next day, and Mr. 
Ware's testimony had been taken, application was made for a. 
continuance, to give an opportunity to bring all the.parties 
engaged as inspectors at this election. This application was 
refused— 1st. Because it was said that Burton Long and his 
counsel were guilty of negligence in not having the witnesses . 
present ; 2d. Because, as the proof showed they. were minors, 
no evidence could be adduced if. they were present that would 
make it a legal box. `. or um 
‘We differ entirely from a majority of the committee upon. 
both the.propositions, We .cannot well see how there could 
be negligence in not bringing witnesses to prove the negative 
of a proposition, when they neither had knowledge of the 
proposition itself, nor of the facts upon, which it was based 
—À proposition, too; against every presumption of law, when, 
it was made. They had no time to bring evidence to disprove 
it. We hold this is not like a suit for an office, or even, à 
contested election, when the contestant would probably be 
held to some diligence in getting his proof. We hold, in this ~ 
case, that it was the duty of the committee, that they owed 
it to themselves, to your honorable body, to the county of 
Russell, and to the State, to investigate fully.all the tacts, and 
report in relation to this election ; and hence, when in the 
course of the investigation, it was ascertained that there. was 
some irregularity, and that there were witnesses in reach 
who could show the exact facts, it was the duty of the com- 
mittee, on its owh motion, to have brought before them and 
examined these witnesses before they made their report.’ . We, - 
differ from the majority of the committee in their conclusion, 
that because (if the fact is so, and we have no other evidence 
than the “opinion” of the sheriff, .that men not-sworn, or 
minors, were engaged as inspectors, therefore, the legal votes . 
cast at this precinct should not be counted. The object of 
elections is to ascertain, the choice of the legal voters as.to , 
who shall hold office, and when .once fairly ascertained, the 
party so chosen is ‘entitled to the office. “All election laws 
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are intended to-accomplish this óbjéct;' When an eléction’ is 
held by legal ‘atid’ regalarly sworn inspectors, their returns 
verify themselves,’and are to be taken as prima facie evi- 
dence ; when they are held by pétsons not sworn, the returns 
have not the same verity, but should, if called in question, 
be'verified by the sworn téstimony of the parties holding the 
éleetion. -This House is the judge of the, qualifications, elec-

of the Governor's message relating to the State Penitentiary, 
respectfully subinit the following report: 
- We have visited the penitentiary, and find that the work- 
shops, hospital and the roofing of the main building are in a 
décaying condition, and unless the necessary repairs are made 
at an early day. the damage will become serious. 

We find the machinery out of repair, and in a damaging 
condition. 

There are but few convicts at the prison, not enough to- 
keep the machinery io repair and in place, or the yards and 
buildings properly cleansed and cared for. The most of the 
convicts are being worked on the line of the South & North 
Alabama Railroad, and the inspectors have informed us that - 
they are well fed and properly cared for, as will be ‘seen by 
the report of the said Inspectors: 

We also find that about twenty-five are being worked upon 
plantations, and twenty at a steam mill. . 

Your committee find that on the 6th day of June, 1866, 
R. M. Patton, the then Governor of the State, leased,’ te 
Thomas.C. Smith and Isaac A. MeMillon * the penitentiary- 
and all the appurtenances, thereto belonging, including ma- 
chinery, implements and tools of every description and kind 
used in and about the said penitentiary, together with all the 
personal property belonging to and employed in and about 
the said penitentiary,” to have and to,hold said buildings, &e., 
for the term of six years, for and in consideration of five dol- 
lars. - Accompanying said lease is a bond, which it would.be 
well to have renewed or indorsed by the present claimants of 
the lease, 

‘We also find that at the time the penitentiary was leased 
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to the above named parties fifteen thousand dollars-was loaned 
them by the Governor; the iüterest.to be paid agnually; and: 
the principal on the expiration of the lease. We find further, 
that the inspectors for the year 1866, viz :- Thomas Willianis, 
J. L. Pogue and C. M. Cabot; allowed eight thousand four hun- 
dred and fifty-six’ 51-100 : dollars: for. repatrs; im accordance 
with an act of the Legislature, approved February 19, £867; 
which; Mr. Williams claims, is to be deducted from the fifteen 
thousand dollars on the expiration of the lease, in June, 1872, 
when the remainder is to be paid back to the State. : 

We find that there was turned over by the State to Smith 
and MeMillon material and machinery for manufacturing 
purposes to 'the amount of nineteen tleusand six hundred and 
sixty-eight 27-100 dollars. bo eae d 

Your committee fürther find that in the spriüg. of 1868, 
Tsade A:‘McMillon sold his interest in thé lease to William

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, l ? 
Montgomery, March 4, 1871. 


To the House of Representatives: = 


I return without my approval, a bill which originated in 
your body, entitled An act to prescribe and enforce the terms 
upon which Express companies not incorporated by or under 
the laws of the State, may do business in this State. 

The interposition of the veto power, I am fully sensible, 
should be sparingly and cautiously exercised ; yet, when the 
Executive discovers in a bill submitted for bis approval, pro- 
visions which he believes to be in conflict with the Constitu- 
tion, it becomes his solemu duty to present his objections to 
the legislative department. l l 

Upon my first reading of the bill I return, 1 entertained 
instant and grave doubts of its constitutionality. . Its very 
spirit seemed to be in antagonism with American constitu- 
tional legislation; and the more I have examined and scrutin- 
ized -its -features, these doubts have become the more 
confirmed. zm : 

Section 15, Article 1—“That all courts shall be open; that 
every person, for any injury done him in his lands, goods, 
person or reputation, shall have a remedy by due process of 
law ; and right and justice shall be administered withouf sale, 
denial, or delay." l ` 

This, it thay be: argued, embraces: within its scope only 
natural persons, residing within the State, aud entitled to the 
rights and immunities granted by its constitution. That: it 
has a wider and: mere extensive. signification than this, 'we 
have only to remember that aéetion 11, Article IV, of the 
Constitution of the United States, guarantees that “The eiti- 
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zens of each State shall be entitled to all the privileges and 
immunities of the citizens in the several States.” It will not 
be denied that the right. to institute suits in any of the courts 
of the State is one of the privileges contemplated by. this 
section. ` >. ; i; 

"The question then occurs, do these two constitutional sec- 
tions which I have cited, extend the rights therein embraced 
to corporations, whether domestic or foreign? lam of the 
opinion they do. A corporation is an artificial person created 
by law, and in this country, at least, composed of several in- 
dividuals, to achieve some objeet, commereial or otherwise, 
by their united experience, energy, skill and eapital; and 
when this fact is considered, and it is remembered that a cor- 
poration, domestic or foreign, has always enjoyed the right to 
sue in the courts of Alabama—and I believe in the courts of 
every other State in the Union, and certainly in those of the 
United States where jurisdiction attaches—I am strengthened 
in the opinion I have expressed. 

In addition to this, the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama provides, by section 15, Article XIII: “All corporations 
shall have the right to sue, and shall be subject to be sued in 
all courts in like cases as natural persons.” This, it may be 
alleged, applies only to domestic corporations. Its language, 
however, is general, and viewed in connection with the fact 
that the corporations of sister States have exercised, and do 
. exercise. the right to sue in Alabama, the spirit of our own 
Legislature, jts liberality and justice, are, to say-the least, 
strongly indicated. 

Now, the bill I return compels express companies not in- 
corporated under the laws ef Alabama, to pay all taxes 
' heretofore imposed upon them, or purported to be imposed, 
without litigation—that is, without trying the constitutional 
validity of the law imposing such taxes, or instituting suit 
. for any purpose connected therewith, in any court, State or 
Federal. Is this right? is it constitutional? I admit that 
Alabama has the right to prescribe and regulate the character 
of the eomity by which a corporation of another State may 
do business within her limits;. but I cannot admit that she 
has the right to prohibit them from the use of her courts, or 
the courte of the: United States, to ascertain its privileges. 
heretofore enjoyed.and permitted, — - EET 

The second section of- the bill. need only be read to discover 
ita remarkable character. I beg leave to embody if here: 
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“Sec. 2. Be it. further enacted, That if any ‘express com- 
pany has heretofore failed or refused to pay all or-any part of 
the taxes which. the aforementioned revenue act imposes, or 
purports to impcse, upon express companies, their receipts, 


business or property, and has by instituting a suit, or other- 


wise hindered, delayed or obstrueted the collection of'said 


taxes, or anv part thereof; and if, in opposing or resisting: 


such obstruction, delay or: hindrance, any citizen of this 
State, being an officer of this State, uuthorized to enforce or 
supervise the enforcement of the revenue laws of this State, 
has been compelled to-pay any sum of money which he would 


not have been compelled to pay if there had never been such: 


obstruction, delay or hindrance, tlien, in that case, such sum 
of money must be refunded to such citizen by such company, 
before it obtains the license required by the first (1st) section 
of this aet ;-and such company must also comply in all re- 
speets with said first (1st) section. This section imposes a 
penalty for instituting a suit in the past, no matter for what 
purpose, whether to ascertain rights or to resist oppression 
and injustice by the intervention of the judicial tribunals of 
the land, before 1t can obtain right heretofore permitted, and 
to which it is entitled by laws now existing. By my Exécu- 
tive signature, I cannot sanction this provision. 

The fourth section of the bill has, it seems to me, lurking 
under it, greater danger, more peril to constitutional liberty, 
than all the: other combined. I again beg leave to cite the 
entire section. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That any and every person 
who, after the.passage of this act, violates any of the pro- 
visions of the same, or does anything whatever in controven- 


tion of its: provisions, shall be liable to indictment therefor, 


and upoh conviction thereof, shall be punished by fine not 
exceeding five thousand (5,000) dollars, and imprisoned in 
the penitentiary not exceeding teu (10) years, one ór both, 
at the discretion of the jury trying the case.’ 
Under this section, a judge is indictable were he to grant 


an injunction; an attorney would be indictable were he to: 


institute a suit; a sheriff for serving a process; or a jury for 
rendering a verdict. "This may appear strange, but when ta- 
ken in connection with antecedent sections, and-‘considering 
the words, that "any and every person” who does anything 
in contravention of its: provisions, ‘shall be liable; &c., its 
import and intent cannot be-misinterpreted, i . 
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Should the Legislature concur with me in the views I have 
hurriedly expressed, I recommend and urge the immediate 
enactment of a quick -and summary remedy to compel cor- 
porations of every character whatever, .to yield obedience to 
the laws of the State. 

' Nearly all corporations. are becoming dangerous from the 
power of their wealth and combination, . to the political in- 
terests and liberties of the masses, and they should ve vigil- 
antly and vigorously restrained within their proper spheres, 
and severely held to accountablility for violation of laws.  , 

.In all legislation, however, every statute should be strictly 
limited to the necessity which requires it. — - .
